ERTAINLY women are progressing at least into the range of vision of learned men.

She seems to have all the fascination of a newly discovered country. And the latest to in- 
vestigate and report upon the subject is the Rev. Dr. Robert A. Holland, lecturer on the philos- 
ophy of religion in the University of the South, at Sewanee, Tenn. 

Advance copies of his pamphlet “The Suffragette,” have reached St. Louis, where Dr. Holland’s 


past fame and popularity as rector of St. George’s Church will guarantee for his utterances wide 
attention. Dr. Holland views what he terms the “Woman Movement” with grave alarm.

pictures, prophesies and predicts a doleful state of affairs in the event of equal suffrage. 


He warns, threatens, questions the movement and 
though confessedly hampered by chivalry, he manages 
to complain and say things which are far from com- 
plimentary to women in general, in language which is 
picturesque, to say the least of it. 

REAL SUFFRAGETTE 
CHOSEN TO ANSWER AIM. 
N ORDER that Dr. Holland may not seem to have 
sounded a false alarm; to prove that his fears 
do not exist without grounds; that his tocsin does 
not ring out on desert air; I have called forth a 
real, live suffragett> to bear witness.’ Mrs. Lulu 


MacClure Clark is not so far famed for eloquence 


perhaps. She is a lawyér, to be sure, but a woman 
of delicate physique and intellectual bent, whose 
opiniong have not been publicly expressed except in 
the columns of the Post-Dispatch. 

“The holy man, in his stand against universal 
suffrage, seems unable to comprehend that there is 
difference between prophecy and argument,’ was 
her first comment upon Dr. Holland’s arraignment. 

“He bases his prediction of what 8t. Louls women 
will do next election by what the Jezebels of the 
Bible, the queens of the dark ages and the women 
of the savage tribes have done. He advances no 
single argument against votes for women. He does 
not even concur in the stock objection that woman 
should not vote because she cannot go to war. He 
insists that she can and will fight. He expects her 
to wipe him off the face of the earth! The whole 
phraseology of his book {fs so charged with venom 
that I pause to ask if this is a disciple of the meek 
and lowly Jesus? Does he forget that Christ him- 
self was the son of one of the despised sex, was 
born of woman, and that, whatever pre-eminence He 
may have in the annals of civilization and of the 
church, not one whit of it can be laid to a heritage 
from a human father? 

“The clergyman’s chief objection to woman's suf- 
frage applies with peculiar pertinency to himself. 
It would withdraw woman from her proper duties. 
The clergyman’'s province is tending to spiritual af- 
fairs. Let him keep his own sphere. He fears for 
his church. But why? 


WOMEN FURNISH 
CHURCH ITS SINEWS. 


OMEN supply the church its audience, its 
. finances, its social prestige. They keep 


ing for them to grow up and supply the necessary 
superior masculine intelligence to run the church 
with, women never having been intrusted with gov- 
ernment of themselves inside the church, any more 
than outside. ' 

“Woman is what the church has made her. It 
was not higher education, for less than fifty years 
ago she was denied access to the hails of learning. 
It was not industrial freedom, for until 2% years ago 
few women worked outside the home. If, after cen- 
turies of training by the church, it can present no 
richer type of womanhood than the clergyman dis- 
covers, then why need he complain of what women 
are? On the other hand, should he not welcome a 
change? Suffrage can make her no weaker than he 
has portrayed her, and if he had just a little of the 
political sense which he says women lack, would he 
a -saphad better than to crush the hand that feeds 

m? 

“Galloping women, fanatical, profligate and ra- 
pacious,’ to quote the philosopher, have refined so- 
“elety by keeping out of its turmoil?” How could 
they be all these awful things without turmoil, and 
how could they be out and in at the same time? 
"When they are out,’ Dr. Holland says, ‘man shows 
his homage by incorporating it into his courts, laws, 
public opinion and personal etiquette.’ 

“Being a minister, he is presumed to have read the 
Statutes of Tennessee—not much homage there—or 
to have lingered about courtrooms watching a flushed 
and tearful witness, receiving the ‘homage’ of an

s¢§F WALKING to the polls with her husband and 
casting her ballot there will coarsen any wom- 
an, it is a good thing to advise a respectable 
man to remain away, too. 

“An indecent polling place is more of an argument 

against man suffrage. A woman will vote in the 
ward where she lives, and if she lives there 364 days 
in such a terrible element, it won’t hurt her to go and 
vote with them on the 866th day. 

“He says, ‘Woman has no natural right to the 
ballot. There are no natural rights but beast rights.’ 
The ballot is the modern and the human method of 
self-defense. In its essence it is the ‘natural’ in- 
stinct, the ‘beast right’ manifested by the birds of 
the air and the beasts of the field, carried up with 
all its unquenchable passion from the heart of the 
jungle to the intellect of man. .To deny it to wom- 
an is to pander to the brutish instincts of men and 
to cultivate in her, beyond the normal, subterfuge 
and hypocrisy.

‘66 ‘{| OMEN will not desert their homes or re- 
W linquish a profession or trade for which 
they have fitted themselves, to yield to the 
lure of an ‘office,’ for which they have no liking or 
ability. Men have never yet objecteu to a woman's 
holding office, provided it had no great honors or 
salary attached—in which case it belonged to him as 
a matter of right. Since suffrage was granted in 
the four states, there has been no corruption among 
women, except in one instance, where a small fac- 
tion of Denver women stuffed the boxes. 

‘There have been giaring election frauds among 
men in St. Louis. Every city has had to contend 
with the same evil. Yet Dr. Holland never felt 
moved to write us from Tennessee and tell us how 
shocked he was, and insist on the whole male sex 
being disfranchised. 

“He says, ‘In proportion as they were fit te vote, 
they would be unwilling to vote.’ So it is only unfit 
persons who want to do things and have things, and 
only proper persons who are willing to sit about and 
let somebody else do all the work and then grumble 
because it isn’t done right? 

“He assures us that woman’s voting will break 
up the home. The man who is not just enough to 
allow his wife to nave an opinion, even if contrary to 
his own, will not be just enough to legislate for 
her with no counter action on her part. Men retain 
a staunch friendship with other men through in- 
numerable campaigns.

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* OBLIGATING POSTERITY. 

Voicing the conventional public rule not to 
pay for anything that can be charged to pos- 
terity, Chairman Payne said the new tariff bill 
would supply revenue enough to meet the neces- 
sary demands of the Government but not to build 
the Panama Canal. “We will leave that,” he said, 
“to another generation.”

| terity is seldom thought of until our other means 


fail. When we want a public improvement we 
cast about for the money to pay for it and find- 
ing none, straightway conclude that it is less for 
our own good than for posterity’s and a bond 
issue is ordered. 

The first purpose was to pay for the construc- 
tion of the Panama Canal out of the current 
revenues. That was when we were accumulating 
an annual. surplus and wallowing in extra§agance. 
There has been a change. The surplus has been 
succeeded by embarrassing deficits.. So we have 
relieved ourselves of the obligation and will hand 
the canal to the coming generation with the 
added privilege of paying for it. 

The plan in this case is probably unobjection- 
able, but are we not in danger of becoming as 
extravagant with posterity’s resources as with 
our own? In his address to the waterways con- 
vention in Chicago last fall, the sagacious James 
J. Hill touched on this form of extravagance ‘n 
discussing the suggested bond issue of $1,000,000,- 
000 for conservation purposes. The interest on that 
sum at $40,000,000.annually would be only $10,- 
000,000 less than the sum which could be annu- 
ally expended on the improvement and long be- 
fore the work was finished the interest would 
nearly equal the annual expenditures. 

It is, after all, only as a people give up their 
own money for a thing that their judgment of 
its worth and necessity is to be trusted. Our 
states, counties and cities are staggering under 
huge debts. They are always increasing, never 
decreasing, and, necessary as the system of bor- 
rowing and bondingeis, there are continuous evi- 
dences of reckless disregard for consequences, and 
we are satisfied to have shifted the burdens to 
the defenseless who will follow us. But is a 
Government, national, state or municipal, to be 
wholly trusted to incur obligations for posterity 
until it has proved its ability to make improve- 
ments honestly and economically? 
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An officer in the navy is to be dismissed for 
taking a drink with an enlisted man. The drink- 
ing was all right, the affability was all wrong. 
At this distance from <alt water such action 
looks like a certain way to increase the ratio 
of snobbishness in the service. 
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COTTON AND CONFIDENCE. 

Last year the number of spindles reported by 
the International Federation of Master Cotton 
Spinners was 130,054,408. This year, it is said 
that 130,795,927 spindles are actualy at work, with 
8,017,000 more ready for use in manufacturing the 
cotton crop of the United States. 
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over 133,000,000 spindles in actual use, will be 
equal to a third of the number then in use. During 
this time, Oklahoma, the new State whose cotton 
production made a marked impression in Europe, 
has made an organized attempt to control its pro- 
duction by increasing the acreage of other crops. 
Tennessee, Mississippi, Alabama and other states 
of the Southeast have joined Texas as the great 
cotton producing State of the Southwest in an edu- 
cational movement, intended to result in greater 
variety and greater total supply of food. When 
Oklahoma takes a cotton field out of cotton and 
plants it in potatoes, the same idea controls else- 
where until, with increases in the prodection of 
all kinds of food, the Government report of de- 
creased cotton production, probable this year, has 
been followed by reports of “great excitement” in 
the New York market and other central points of 
distribution between the producers and the spin- 
ners of the world. 

On the lowest expectations of over 11,000,000 
bales this year, there would be more than enough 
cotton, measured by the standard of 9,500,000 
bales in 1900. The increase in the number of 
spindles has been so great,that every bale of the 
decreased but still enormous ‘crop of 1909 will 
move out rapidly and move money back into states 
now investing surplus cash in developing their 
own facilities for producing not only cotton but 
everything. else. The “confidence” inspired by 
such conditions has’ realities back of it.

DISTRIBUTION OF LABOR. 

The National Liberal Immigration League 
headquarters in New York has sent out an ap- 
peal on behalf of free transportation to places 
where employment can be found for the vast 
number of sturdy and willing laborers who must 
remain where they are not needed because they 
have not money to take them where they are 
wanted. 

There is a Bureau of Information in Washing- 
ton which can furnish to any of the unemployed 
the names of firms which need their Jabor. But 
its usefulness is practically nil because the labor- 
ers are unable to bear the expense of what, in 
many instances, is a long journey. 

The German Government has solved this prob- 
lem with characteristic thoroughness. There is 
a central labor exchange under Government con- 
trol, with labor bureaus in various parts of the 
Empire. Unemployed laborers are provided for 
in costly Government buildings at a minimum 
charge for food and shalter and money is advanced 
them to go to places where they can find em- 
ployment. The bureaus are in touch with the 
employers so that the distribution of labor is al- 
ways easily effected to the great advantage of em- 
ployers and workingmen. 

The congestion of the population is one of the 
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tion Bureau is wise and humane, It should be sup- 
ported by all classes of society, for all are equally 
interested. It is neither right nor expedient for 
industry to be cramped for want of labor in one 
part of the country, while labor starves in an- 
other part for want of money to move. This 
is a fit subject for congressional consideration. 
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Staying in prisoh and asylum seems to have 
improved Thaw’s mind a trifle, which suggests 
the advantages of confinement in some cases. 
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REALIZING JULES VERNE’S DREAM. 
When he wrote “Five Weeks in a Balloon,” the! 
late Jules Verne, who always anticipated scien- 
tific advance as far as his wonderful imagina- 
tion could reach, placed his adventurous country- 
men in the advance of aviation as it. was then 
known. That was in 1863, and even Verne did 
not then foresee the elongated, motor-driven bal- 
loon such as. Count Zeppelin has produced. 
Verne’s balloon was spherical, though it had 
motive mechanism and apparatus for renewing its 
gas. The romance pictures the bailoonists as 
exploring the then unknown regions of Darkest 
Africa. 

“Aviation Week,” at Rheims, beginning Aug. 
22, will show how much more than actual re- 
alization of Verne’s dream is the present reality 
in France, which has become the world’s aviation 
center, in spite of the great achievements of the 
Wright brothers in America. Bleriot and Latham 
will be there with their monoplanes, and, hardly 
less celebrated, Farman, De la Grange, Santos- 
Dumont and Sommers (who has beaten all 
Frenchmen in distance flight), will also compete. 
America will be represented by Glen. H. Curtiss, 
the Wrights having been forced to decline. 

It is in the field of airship manufacture, how- 
ever, that France is easily foremost. The new 
industry is represented by numerous factories, 
the principal being that of the Voisin Bros., near 
Paris, with 10 buildings, exclusively devoted to 
the construction of flying machines; the factory 
of the Astra company, which manufactures ajl 
kinds of air craft and is now building seven Zep- 
pelin ships and 50 Wright flyers. This concern 
has orders for dirigibles and aeroplanes repre- 
senting an outlay of 3,000,000 francs. The An- 
toinette company and the firm of Bischoff & 
Koechlin also employ large forces of men and 
are overwhelmed with orders. 

Great things will probably be done at Rheims 
in the winning of prizes for speed and height, 
but the greatest event of the year will be in 
September and October, when the 140-mile flight 
from New York to Albany will be made by the 
most famous competing aviators from all over 
the world, for the New York World and Post- 
Dispatch prize of $10,000. .That flight will settle 
the question whether America or France shall 
take the lead in this most captivating field of 
sport, adventure and industry. 
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Wireless telegraph operators will send out a 
C QD call for more money, and they say they 
will strike unless the cry is promptly answered. 
As their average pay is only $30 a month it 
looks like their distress is real.

A young millionaire ran a French automobile 
racer from Bennington, Vt., to Troy, N. Y., at a 
speed of 86 miles an hour over the public high- 
way. The St. Johnsburg, Vt., Caledonian asks 
him if he is proud of the achievement. ; 

Probably he is, but there js considerable in- 
dignation along the road, mitigated by a sense 
of relief and thankfulness that nobody was killed. 

The law seems unable to reach these reckless 
young gentlemen who find security in their swift 
passage from one jurisdiction to another. But 
is it not possible to curb their murderous frenzy 
by the whip of sentiment in their own social 
group or set? If a man who does what this 
youngster did last week is made to understand 
that he will receive social censures of the severest 
kind he will not so often let the speed lust over- 
come him, and possibly it will lead to a complete 
abatement of the nuisance.

EDUCATION IN GEORGIA, 

A large section of the white population of 
Georgia has been thrown into a panic by a com- 
pulsory education bill now before the Legisla- 
ture. 

There are three arguments against the measure. 

“It is paternal, un-Jefforsonian meddling by the 
State in an affair which concerns only parent and 
child, and*an interference with iiberty. 

“It will be a great and needless cost to the 
State. 

“It will result in the education of the negro 
youth and will advance his status and increase 
his competition with the white.” 

At this distance it is easy to see that there is 

literally “a nigger in the woodpile.” All the ar- 
guments find their ground in the black terrdr. 
' There is humor in the panic. Blackberries could 
not be.bought in Atlanta last June; the hucksters 
explained that “all the country negroes were going 
to school and didn’t have time to pick them.”

“And 20,000 white children in Georgia over 10 
years of age could neither read nor write on the 
day the hucksters said this.”

And this 
bill will have little or no effect upon the colored 
population, which is being educated without com- 
pulsion. But it will fill the White schools, which 
now stand empty.:The question seems pertinent:

article made outside the city. The en- 
tire furnishings of a mansfon, including 
“Oriental” rugs and the “imported” 
statuary, may be had in the same way. 
Even the house itself could be built 
without the importation of a completed 
article.

OR the last six or seven years O. 
= Henry has been, perhaps, the 
most popular short-story writer 
in America. He has a large audience 
who look to him most of all for a satis- 
factory and entertaining interpretation 
of the life of ‘‘The Four Million,” a 
title of his own that expresses his aloof- 
ness from a sympathy with the ‘four 
hundred.’”’ 

Sydney Porter, which 

the baptismal name of O. Henry, is a 
flat-dweiler in Manhattan. The reason- 
able desire o1 Mr. Porter to share none 
of O. Henry’s fame has brought into 
existence a vast quantity of O. Henry 
legend. When a man’s work deeply in- 
terests people, and there are no facts at 
hand to illumine his personal bignesses 
and trivialities, rumors come in from 
the world of fabling. So it is that a 
career of O: Henry has been pieced to- 
gether out of magnified bits of gossip, 
told and retold by the friends of a 
friend. The legend runs that he has 
been tramp, tintype artist, book agent, 
penny-a-liner, prospector in hard luck, 
cowboy, artist, druggist. 
. These bits of romantic gossip have 
been misleading to the public. O. Hen- 
ry has wandered east and west, over 
lands and across seas, but his aim has 
never wandered. He has always been 
@ writer, and has toiled hard to write 
well. 

He has not had, however, the hard- 
ships often incidental to an apprentice- 
ship at his profession. He has never 
written a story which he has not event- 
ually sold. To be sure, there was a 
time when he got only $50 for a story— 
as he says—‘‘no better, really, than the 
ones for which I get 20 times as much 
now.” 

- Although what the man has done is 
far more important than where he has 
been, it is well worth while here, for 
the general purpose of recording a few 
’ personal facts that are true, to give an 
outline of his life; He was born in 1867, 
in Greensboro, N. C. When still a youth 
he went to Texas and spent nearly 
three years on the ranch of Lee Hall, 
the ranger. At this time he was al- 
ready planning to write. To further this 
he secured a position with the 
Post, a daily newspaper of Houston, 
Tex. After a year there, he went to 
Austin, and for $250 purchased Brann’s 
Iconoclast from the owner. Brann went 
to Waco, Tex., and a few months later 
asked O. Henry to give him back the 
title, for he wished to re-establish his 
paper. O. Henry’s spirit has never been 
feonociastic, and he blithely consented, 
rechristening his own paper the Rolling 
Btone. The new Iconoclast at Waco 
achieved a considerable distinction for 
brilliancy, until Brann was killed a few 
years ego in a street duel. The Rolling 
Stone, written and {Illustrated almost en- 
tirely by O. Henry, had a short life.

To him, those masses 
of pecple who figure in the census 
are neither abnormal nor subnormal. 
He accepts with sympathy, wit, and 
occasional irony the unpleasant fact 
that a human being can be a drudge, 
the glorious fact that a drudge is a 
numan being. There are wonder tales 
to be told of the lives of derelicts 
who sleep on benches in Madison 
Square, of people who dwell] in nar- 
row flats, of half-educated boys and 
girls in offices and behind counters. 
In O. Henry’s telling, they lose no 
element of wonder; for he writes 
neither as reformer nor melodramat- 
ist, nor patronizing wit. In a flash 
here and a flash there, he sees and 
shows you what the succession of 
days and the recurring nights bring 
to the shopgirl, the clerk, the work- 
cr at this and that dull task for a 
wage that supplies little to the body 
und less to the soul. Wsually each 
brief story—vivid, human, real—lays 
bare s°me cruel roughness of the so- 
cia] fabric at the same time that it 
gives a quaint, dear glimpse of good 
and happiness and fun. 

“Of course,’ says O. Henry, “there 
are two fides to the question. Let us 
look at the other. We often hear 
‘shopgirls’ spoken of. No such person 
exists. There are girls who work in 
shops. They make their living that 
way. But why turn their occupation 
into an adjective? Let us be fair. We 
ao not refer to the girls who live on 
rifth avenue as ‘marriage girls.” 

It is a common temptation to com- 
pare a recent arrival in literature 
with Its veterans or its gods. O. 
Henry’s indifference to the English 
language as he makes it do his bid- 
ding, is like the big indifference of 
Kipling. A likeness to Dickens is 
more obvious. There is the largeness 
of philosophy and sympathy, the 
tsleam and flash of wit. humor gro- 
Lesque and deep, and the half-intimate 
gaiety of manner that, aftcr all, is 
not realiy gay and not really inti- 
mate. 

His stories make a sort of “Com- 
edie Humaine.” He takes “rag time” 
music and gives an effect that chal- 
tenges the tragedy of grand opera. 
“Life,” he savs himself, “is made up 
of sobs, sniffles and smiles, with snif- 
fles predominating.” The _ shopgir! 
who masquerades for a week as a 
great lady, the flat dweller who has a 
glimpse of heaven through the sky- 
light of her attic bedroom and of 
romance in an ambulance, the tawdry 
little actress whose faith is shattered, 
the young c)ubman who chooses be- 
tween a fortune for himself and one 
ior a homeless girl, are all people of 
his, portrayed with a quick, loving 
pencil, vigorous, apparently careless, 
in reality painstaking to the point of 
fineness. He has, too, an elusive way 
of interweaving the romantic and the 
riditu’ous so that they are hard to 
distinguish. Take, for instance, a 
passage from .a short story entitled 
“Hearts and Crosses.” 

“Santa was lyin’ in bed pretty sick. 
Put she gives out a kind of smile, and 
her hand and mine locks horns, and I 
sits down by the bed—mud and spurs 
and chaps and all. ‘I've heard you 
ridin’ acrgss the grass for _ hours, 
Webb,’ she says. ‘I was sure you’d 
come. You saw the sign?’ she whis- 
pers. “The minute I hit camp,’ says I. 
‘'T was marked on the bag of pota- 
toes and onions.’ ‘They're always to- 
gether,’ says she, soft-like—‘always 
tcgether in life.’ ‘They go well to- 
gether,’ I says, ‘in a stew.’ ‘I mean 
hearts and crosses,’ sayrc Santa. ‘Our 
sign—to love and to suffer—that’s 
what they mean.’”’ 

O. Henry’s methods of work, as he 
himself describes them, are simple. 
“Rule 1 of story-writing ‘s to write 
stories that fleage yourself. There is 
no Rule 2. In writing, forget the 
public. I get a story thoroughly in 
mind before I sit down at my table. 
Then I write it out quickly, and with- 
cut revising it, send it to my publish- 
ers. In this way I am able to judge 
my work almost as the public judges 
it. I've seen stories in type that 1 
didn’t at first blush recognize as my 
own.” 

“Do you have times when you ean’t 
write?’ I asked him. 

“Oh, yes; sometimes I have dry 
spells that last for two or three 
months, In this event, I never force 
myself. I get out and see things and 
talk to people.”

Louis Has the Finest Resi- 
dent Districts. 








Prof. Emery Basch, sociologist investi- 
gator from Budapest, one of the most 
attractive of European cities, has vis- 
ited many American cities studying civic 
conditions, and says 8t. uis has the 
most beautiful residence districts of any 
city in the worid. Prof. Basch says also 
that the St. Louis park system is excel- 
lent. 

But .the professor declares that 50 per 
cent of the people in St. Louis are in 
danger of: death from pestilence due to 
unsanitary conditions. 

The professor has been in St. Louls in- 
vestigating conditions since last Satur- 
day. Prior to coming here he investi- 
gated New York, Philadelphia, Wash- 
ington, Pittsburg, Chicago, Denver and 
other cities. His inquiries are official, 
as he is sent to America by the Mayor 
of Budapest. He is assistant librarian 
of the Municipal Library of Budapest. 
He will make a report of his investiga- 
tions into American conditions when he 
returns home in September. 

While the young savant, who hag at- 
tended the universities in Budapest, Ber- 
lin and Paris, gives our better residen- 
tial districts and the parks this superia- 
tive praise, he is worried about the dirt 
in the streets and the garbage in the 
cheaper dwelling houses and back al- 
leys. He visited some of the houses 
with the garbage inspectors and was 
shocked. He is sorry because St. Louis 
is not a beautiful city in his estimation, 
notwithstanding the residences of the 


well to do. 
Believes in Building Confiscation. 
“T think our European cities,’’ he said 


to a Post-Dispatch reporter, “have the 
advantage of yours because with us so 
much’ is done by the state. The state 
has so much more authority in Europe 
than in America. It compels beauty. It 
has power to condemn and demolish 
houses of private ownership to serve 
aesthetic ends. If a house is too small 
er of inharmonious architecture, spoil- 
ing a skyline, the structure may be 
rezed. In your American cities you have 
not this authority. Hence, unsightliness 
is more general with you. 

‘You St. Leuisang have a splendid 
river, but you do™Not know it. Why do 
you not use your river for other than 


commercial purposes? I find that you 
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public are admitted we have nothing of 
the kind. We do not encourage the 
reading of fiction by workingmen. Our 
libraries for the most part are scienti- 
fic, literary and their use is confined to 
the classes rather than to the masses. 
‘From -.your viewpoint, your demo- 
cratic form of government is better 
than our bureauocratic system. But 
our system puts men into office, into 
the public service,. for life, which gives 
us experts in our municipal] work, while 
your elective system and rotating ap- 
pointive system tends against the re- 
tention of the expert. But I see the 
tendency is to make your public offi- 
clals hold office by merit. The Civil

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Dismissal of 30,000 Suits 
Brought by the Govern- 
ment Is Important. 





MAKES TITLES GOOD 


Prosperity of a Year Ago Ex- 
pected to Return to Indian 
Country. 


Of very considerable importance to the 
business interests of St. Louis is the de- 
eleion of Judge Campbell in the United 
States Circuit Court at Muskogee, OkK., 
dismissing the Indian land alienation 
suits. 

Some 30,000 of these suits were filed 
against persons who had gained title to 
Indian lands under the various congres- 
siona] enactments and rulings of the De- 
partment of the Interior. All are dis- 
missed by the action of Judge Campbell, 
and while the Government has recourse 
in appeal, and probably will take it, 
Judge Campbell's decision will resu™ to 
a large degree in the immediate r-stora- 
tion of confidence in land titles in East- 
ern Oklahoma, 
possible or actual appeal. 

Eastern Oklahoma, previous to the fil- 
ing of these suits about a year ago, was 
a most fruitful field for St. Louts trav- 
eling men. The country was the newest 
within St. Louts territory, it ts rich in 
natural resources, and it was advancing 
in population at a stupendous rate when 
the alienation suits were filed. 

As an instance, Muskogee. the largest 
city in wha/. was Indian Territory, in- 


creased in population from 6000 or less, | 


to 25,000 or more in five years. . Other 

towns—notably—Tulsa—went abhhad in 

proportion or at an even more astonish- 

ing ratio. Homeseekers of the very best 

type literally poured into the country. 
All Titles Affected. 

Then came the Government alienation 
suite. Land values dropped one-half to 
two-thirds. Titles were looked upon 
with suspicion, even though they had 
never been questioned for it must be un- 
derstood that thousands of titles in 
Bastern Oklahoma have never been at- 
tacked and are as certain as any in the 
older States. But the homeseeker could 
not understand this. Rather, he recog- 
nized his own inability to distinguish 
between a good title and a bad, and he 
refused to take chances. 

Where the railways had been running 


solid trains of homeseekers into Bast- | 


ern Oklahoma twice or oftener each 
month it soon came about that none 
were run thért, and even the straggling 
land buyer disappeared. From five te. 
I6 of the famous “homeseekers’ excur- 
sion” trains ‘that run out of St. Lotis 
‘every second and fourth Tuesday of 
each month by each of three great rail- 
road system, loaded to “standing room 
only,”” passed through Eastern Oklaho- 
ma without unloading a soul, where 
previously thousands had come month- 
ly. They went on into the Panhandle 
of Texas, further away from 8t. Louis, 
and in a country with fewer advantages, 
if not actually of less worth. 


Mortgage Cencerns Scared, 
Mortgage loan companies—so neces- 


sary to the development of a new coun- 
try—soon became infected with the same 
fear of titles which kept the homeseek- 
-@rs away. A few loans called in ques- 
tion by a Government suit frequently of 
no importance, filed simply to clear a 
minor defect, was sufficient to cause 
the wary companies of the East to with- 
draw. Opportunities to loan money on 
real estate are too plentiful for them 
to spend their time in making contracts 
on the validity of which even the shad- 
ow of a doubt may be cast. 
* Thus the prosperity of Eastern Okla- 
homa froze. Local capitalists who had 
made their money there or who had 
gone there with money and remained 
long enough to become familiar with the 
situation, believed in the country and in- 
sisted that there was absolutely no ques- 
tion as to the ultimate outcome of the 
Government litigation. With the cour- 
age of their belief they put their money 
inte land, knowing in their own minds 
that with the dismissal or settlement of 
the alienation suits it would rise again 
‘to one-half or two-thirds more than the 
price at which it could be bought. 
Everybody loaded himself to the 
guerds. Credit was strained to the 
utmost. There is scarcely a man in 
Eastern Oklahoma today but has mort- 
gages on everything that is mortgage- 
able. A mortgage is considered as an 
evidence of faith in the country. 
Bankers Are Confident. 
Bankers begay smiling on the deposi- 
tor and frowning on the man asking for 
4 loan.

Said to Have Purchased 50,000 
Shares of the Common Stock 
When It Was 52.

NEW YORK, Aug. 7.—Wall Street 
after the close of business this after- 
noon buzzed with the report that on a 
Straight tip from J. P. Morgan, King 
Edward of England has cleaned up more 
than $1,000,000 in United States Steel 
common in the past three months.

Under all 
the strains and litigation of the past 
three years I have been perfectly nor- 
al and I feel perfectly normal today. 

Aside from: feeling that one is sane 
how does anyone know that they are 
sane? Simply because people around 
them who know and the world in gen- 
eral think them sane. 

Eighteen different allenists of arent 
reputation have examined me and :pro- 
nounced me sane. If anyone ought fo 
know, they should. 

Dr. Adolph Meyer of Johns Hopkins 
University, the greatest alienist in the 
world; has studied my case, examined 
me and watched me in court. He says 
I am sane. 

I was insane when I killed Stanford 
White, I was insane under the stress 
of circumstances. But [ regained sani- 
ty soon afterward.

T IS difficult to express just why 
| I feel that I am sane beyond that 
I think and feel toward everyone 
and everything as a normal person 
thinks and feels. I have lived ration- 
ally for the past three years and 
when I am freed I will continue to do 
so. The principle of right living is 
firmly fixed in my mind. I can live 
down the -past.by right living and 
wipe away any. prejudices that some 
people may haye agairst me. 

I will never touch a drop ‘of tntoxi- 
cating liquor after. my release. Nor 
will l ever. carry a revolver ‘or firearm 
of any kind. I will not assoctate with 
fast people or In any way live “rap- 
idly.’ When'I am freed I. will'go to 
Europe for a stay of several’ months. 
Then I will go to Pittsburg and en- 
Rage in business. I have mot decided 
what kind of business, probably land 
or timber, however. 

I will go to Pittsburg because my 
home is there and because I have 
friends there. My father made his 
money there and I believe it is the 
best place for me to live.

Woods observed only the man who had 
the children with him, but he says that 
it is possible that two or more other 
Italians might have been on the train 
without attracting his attention.

The prisoner’s mother, with her 
daughter, Alice, formerly the Countess 
of Yarmouth, and her son and daugh- 
ter-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. Josiah Thaw, 
will remain here until Harry Thaw’s 
fate is settled.

No Fireworks in Speeches. 

The addresses of District Attorney Je- 
rome and Mr. Morschauser today were 
alike free from the outbursts of oratory 
that characterized the two homicide 
trials. The District Attorney was par- 
ticularly temperate and of Thaw, Mr. 
Jerome spoke pityingly as “that poor 
boy.”’ 

Only two witnesses among severa’ 
hundred that testified for Thaw at his 
trials and hearings were picked out by 
Jerome fer rebuke. These were Evelyn 
Nesbit Thaw and Dr. Britton D. Evans, 
Thaw’s chief alienist.

At- 
torney-General Wickersham, accompat- 
led by Mrs. Wickersham, started today 
for New York in an automobile. 

While no definite time has been fixed 
for a conference respecting President 
Taft’s rlan to reorganize the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, it is expected 
that the President and some members 
of his Cabinet, including Attorney-Gen- 
eral Wickersham and Secretary of Com- 
merce Nagel, will have such a confer- 
ence early -in September, either at New 
York or at Beverly. 

The whole matter yet is in a tentative 
state. The President’s idea is to ar- 
range for a division of.the work now 
done by the Interstate Cémmission. 


Would Split Investigation. 

His plan provides that investigations 
into violations of the Interstate Com- 
merce act from which prosecutions may 
result shall be conducted eithér directly 
by the Department of Justice or the 
Bureau of Corporations, instead of by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission.

The future of the children is other- 
wise assured through the Countess’ pri- 
vate fortune, which was $1,000,000 at 
the death of her father, John Satter- 
fiela of Standard Oil fame, seven years 
before her marriage, and which will b3 
increased probably to $5,000,000 upon the 
division of the residuary estate.

Frenchman Declares He Can Forecast American 


Storms by Watching Ireland and Predicts 
Season’s Climate Like Tomorrow’s.

Aug. 7.—Leisserenc de’ Bort, 


declared to- 


day that it is possible to predict the 


weather in some parts of the world six 
months in advance. He hopes eventually 
to be able to extend these semiannual 
forecasts to all parts of the earth. 

In an interview with a Post-Dispatch 
correspondent today, M. De Bort ex- 
plained his theory. He said: ‘ 

“A study of the general meteorological! 
chart of the earth shows that large cen- 
‘ers of strong and weak pressures, 
which exist at ali times and change but 
slightly, shift around their mean posi- 
tion in the summer season. A long 
series of observations, in a!l seasons and 
including exceptional atmospheric condi- 
Lions, have made it plain that when an 
area of high pressure is centered about 
the Azore Islands, Western Europe and 
Southern England, will have warm 
weather and clear skies, with generally 
fair conditions. If the urea of high 
pressure moves south there will follow 
utmospheric cisturbances in the regions 
mentioned. 

“If there are areas 
in the vicinity of Iceland, there ig in- 
evitably a westerly wind and _ rain 
throughout Western Europe. If there 
are arcas of high pressure in the North, 
particularly if they are over the ocean, 
France suffers, as has been the cas 
this summer from cold winds with rain 
and hall. In this case thé time of year 
makes no difference, similar phenomena 
having been observed in winter. The 
difference in the temperature of ocean 
currents, as for instance the Gulf 
stream's warmth as compared with the 
greater body of the ocean, influence 
these centers of pressure, thelr action 
enabling us to predict the direction of

‘pressure. 


“M. Hildebrand, a Swedish meterol- 
ogist, after years of research, has dis- 
covered that the temperature at North 
Cape in. the summer season is exactly 
opposite of the following spring in Ice- 
land, The temperature during the spring 
months in the extrenie northerly: por- 
tions of North America was precisely 
the same as that in Iceland during the 
preceding March. 

“So it is possible to forecast weather 
conditions six months hence. What this 
summer’s weather in New Foundland 
would be was predicted from observa- 
tiors In Ireland. It has been established 
thet the temperature at St. Johns. New 
Foundland, reaches the highest point in 
those vears when there is the greatest 
quantity of ice in the ocean around Ice- 
land. 

“The principal influences which ena- 
ble observers to make accurate predic- 
tions are the ocean currents, spots on 
the sun and the phases of the moon. The 
International Commission which met re- 
cently in Monaco has taken these ob- 
servations and will make an exhaustive 
study of them. 

‘‘Already stations have been estab- 
lished at Spitzbergen, Mazab and on 
several islands in the Pacific. It is ex- 
pected that the result of these observa- 
tions will enable meteorologists to make 
predictions long in advance. 

“The forecasts necessarily will deal 
only with general weather conditions 
and will include whole seasons. While 
there will be no attempt to foretell lo- 
cal disturbances, it can be readiy seen 
that the service will prove of inesti- 
mable value to farmers, for a hot, dry 
summer of a cool, wet summer will be 
fcrecast as eertainly as tomorrow’s local 
weather is predicted now.”’

HOUSANDS. read over the stories 
Ei of the datly baseball dramas of 
the big league, almost with bated 
breath. Perhaps no one theme has so 
many or such peisistent followers as 
this subject of the national game. 

Scarcely less to it however, in the eyes 
of the population that reads newspapers, 
is the subject of pugilism.

Tie story of 
a conflict of any sort has always had a 
hold on the human imagination, 

In view of this extensive interest one 
would think that the Wave against the 
boxing game might recede and that 
some scrt of tolerance would be extend- 
ed a game that attracts so much at- 
tention. Efforts have been repeatedly 
made to have pugiism considered in 
some other Nght than that of an inter- 
loper among real sports. 

It has been demonstrated, and with 
little chance of dispute, that aimost 
any pastime or recreation pursued out 
of doors, where the physical factor is at 
all important, has far move fatalities 
than pugiilsm. They say the roster of 
buseball dead last year was-Something 
like 44. The list of football deid and 
injured resembied the casualty list of 
an army on the firing line. Hunting, 
swimming, boating aH contr byte fig. 
ures to the mortality column beside 
which pugilism seems pot only sane but 
sale, 

Of Course It Hurts. 

UT put all the statistics into the 

grist that you may, you cannot 

stir one fota the attitude of the 
purists In favor of the game. For, 
after all, it is the princ!ple, not the 
mortality, that is the issue. The dam- 
age done in all other sports but fignt- 
ing is incidental. In box ng it is pri- 
mal. It is the fundamental of the game 
that to win, one must do damage. That 
ig the lasting stig na of the game. 

They will tell you that the interest 
boxing excites is great, it is true; but 
it is morbid interest. Is founded on 
sensation and excitement, they adi. 
They will even tell you that nine out 
of ten who hang on the very sentences 
that tell of a gory battle, are the very 
ones who wi!l sink back into the chair, 
sated, and sigh ‘How brutal!” 

So it is. But they like it. 

But there is another and better side 
to boxing, which the ancient enemies of 
the sport will mever see. That is the 
gradual elimination of the brutal forms 
and angles to the sport. The knock- 
outs grow fewer, the cauliflower ears 
are almost obsolete, and the day of 
great science, as with men liké Attell, 
is at hand. 

Think Game Hasen’t Altered. 


ITH those who decry pugilism 
W lingers ever the memory of the 
John L. Sullivan days and per- 
haps the days preceding those, when 
bare knuckles, thuggery, thievery, and 
subsequent debauchery were the unfail- 
ing accompaniments of fights. Those 
times‘are gone and the fights of today, 
for the most part, would be peaceful in 
comparison. But you cannot make 
those who knew the game in the pre- 
vious generation believe that. 

The gatne is a rugged one. So is foot- 
ball. -The nation that lets its hardier 
sports die does so from necessity, not 
from choice; from yeakness and want 
of virility, not because they are espe- 
cially brutal or savage.

ACCIDENTS DUE 
AND IGNORANCE 


A. A. A. Has Issued Set of 
Rules to Motorists Telling 
How to Avoid Trouble. 








Do automobilists understand the rules 
of the road? This question has been 
brought prominently before many 4au- 
tomobile clubs within the last few days 
in view of the increasing number of 


accidents, some resulting in fatalities 
both to motorists and other users of 
the highways. 

In many cases -these accidents have 
been due either to ignorance of the or- 
dinary rules of the road or to the su- 


ers in ignoring fhe simple regulations 
that conduce to safety. So flagrant has 
this tendency to recklessness become, in 
spite of the efforts being made by the 
leading clubs throughout the country to 
co-operate with city and county offi- 
cials in observing the legal regulations, 
that a word of warning has been sound- 
ed by President Lewis R. Spears of 
the American Automobile Association, 
and his endeavors to control the pres- 
ent wave of recklessness have been sec- 
Monded by the other officers and chair- 
men of the various A. A. A. boards. 

‘‘Many of the recent deplorable acci- 
dents might have been avoided by the 
observance of the simple road rules and 
sane driving.”’ said President Spears. 
‘There is also too much recklessness 
in crossing railroad and surface car 
lines, as well as passing electric cars in 
city streets, when passengers are alight- 
ing. 

‘“‘Again, many motorists in descending 
hills, even if not very long or steep 
ones, persist in keeping practically the 
full power of their motor on. If more 
motorists would throttle down the en- 
gine, or totally disengage it while de- 
scending a hill, the number of accidents 
from this source would be materially 
decreased. When the motorist sudden- 
ly*finds himself in a tight place while 
descending a hill under full power or 
even partially so, and he loses control of 
his car, it is the most natural thing in 
the world to attribute the difficulty to 
the failure of the steering gear to-work 
properly, whereas, there would probably 
have been no trouble at all were the 
machine allowed to coast down gradu- 
ally under its own momentum.” 

Some of the ordinary rules of the 
road which every motorist ought to 
know by heart and invariably observe 
rst 

. Keep to the right when overtaken 
ns a passing automobile or other ve- 
hicle going in the same direction. 

2. Keep to the left when about to pass 
another vehicle going ir the same di- 
rection; in other words, the automo- 
bilist should pass another vehicle go- 
ing in the same direction on the left- 
hand side. 

3. Pass to the right when meeting a 

vehicle moving in the opposite direc- 
tion. 
Among the clubs that have recently 
been aroused to renewed activity toward 
preventing this widespread tendency to 
recklessness are the automobile clubs 
of Cleveland, Rochester and Syracuse. 
A vigilance committee has just been 
appointed by the Rochester Club, whose 
object is to deal* severely with mem- 
bers and chauffeurs who persistent:yv 
exhibit recklessness and carelessness $1: 
driving; and a vigorous campaign is 
also to be waged against autoists car- 
ry fictitious numbers. 

President W. F. Bonnell of the Cleve- 
land Automobile Club has issued a gen- 
eral letter to all of the members calling 
their attention to the fact that the city 
ordinances are being violated every 
day. So flagrant has this become that 
the Chief of Police in Cleveland has ovr- 
dered that bulletins shall be issued ev- 
ery 48 hours giving the numbers = of 
cars which have been recklessly operat- 
ed. President Bonnell requests the 
members to co-operate with the offi- 
Clals towards suppressing this evil. 

“Co-operation in this,”’ he says, “will 
be helpful to the automobile manufac- 
turers, the individual owner of a car 
and on serpene in general."

LONDON, Aug. 7.—Alfred G. Vander- 
bilt sailed for New York on the Lusi- 
tania today.

NEW YORK, Aug. 7.~—The Evening

In the second hour the market became 
more irregular, some sharp declines from 
the earlier high prices occurring, on 
what were evidently heavy realizing 
sales. 

Net changes for the day were varia- 
ble, and the movement at the close 
confused; but activity was maintained 
up to the last. 

Bank Statement Reflects Weakness. 

As was to be expected, the bank state- 
ment reflected a weakening position. The 
logs in surplus on the average state- 
ment exceeded $8,000,000; on the actual 
showing the loss was $6,500,000. 

This came about as a result of a heavy 
decrease in cash holdings—seven or eight 
million dollars—combined with a large 
expansion of loans. 

If speculation continues on a large 
scale, te shrinkage in the surplus 
will be repaid, for the outflow of cur- 
rency to the West is now at hand. For- 
tunately, the surplus is still above the 
recent average for this time of year. 

It is characteristic of the point of 
view taken nowadays regarding the 
New York stock market that the ques- 
tion asked by most people is not: How 
will the investing public greet the en- 
actment of the tariff bill? But what 
will the great speculaters do with the 
Market? The idea has obtained entire 
possession of the public mind that spec- 
ulation on the Stock Exchange is dom- 
inated in a quite unpreecdented degree 
by the concerted use of borrowed money 
by .very.. wealthy capitalists, for the pur- 
pose of forcing prices up when they see 
fit, and of letting prices relax only in 
their good judgment. 

Argument is hardly necessary to show 
that, in very large measure, this picture 
of the situation is correct. It is not al- 
together a novel situation: Pretty much 
the same state of affairs was witnessed 
in 1906, and in 1905 and at times in 1902 
and 1901. 

Aritficial Element Strong This Year. 

The artificial element ha3j, however, 
been more manifest this year than on 
most of the previous occasions, first, 
because of the audacity and persist- 
ency of the program of hoisting prices 
by brute force, but second, because of 
the seeming indifference -to participa- 
tion by the rea! investing public. 

No doubt it is the continued cheap- 
ness of money, and the possibility of 
procuring immense sums, at home-or 
abroad, without any apparent danger of 
having to surrender them for a con- 
siderable time to come, which ex- 
plain the more striking character- 
istics of the present episode. In 
101 money was similarly obtainable 
at home and in the summer of 1905 jt 
could be had on the same basis from 
the foreign markets, but in neither case 
Was the coast clear on the money mar.| 
ket of both continents at once. 

Tt is this fact which presumably ex-

The 
movement, however, was decidedly more 
active for the good to choice steers than 
the green and medium grades. A load 
of choice 1600-lb. steers landed at $7.10. 
Other good cattle brought $6.75@7. The 
bulk of the fair to good steers sold be- 
tween $6.35@6. 80. Most of the medium 
and grassy beeves brought $5.25@6.90. 
Yearling steers were scarce. One load 
of good kinds brought $6.75.

The quality of the 
hogs was poor, as there were few heavy 
hogs on sale. 

The market was draggy the first halt 
of week and prices about the same as 
the close of the previous week, but the 
last three days trading. was active and 
prices advanced N@440c.

that they would be unable to secure 
enough to make a killing and the order 
buyers saw that by the time they ge- 
cured the order for a few hogs that all 
would be gone. :

SPRING WHEAT IS 


RAPIDLY MATURING 


Favored by Splendid Weather, 
Crop Has Advanced Out of 
Reach of Black Rust. 


FUTURES ARE DEPRESSED 


Export Trade Broadens—Cash Arrt- 
icle Well Absorbed—Large 
Slump in Corn. 


The weather in the Northwest is clear 
and cool, eminently favorable for the 
spring wheat crop. Climatic conditions 
during the past week have been of a 
sort to force the plant to rapid maturi- 
ty. According to the late advices, the 
crop has now advanced too far to be 
injured by black rust. Very promising 
conditions prevail on the eve of the gen- 
eral cutting season, and it looks as if 
the earlier prospects of an exceedingly 
large yield wi'l be realized. 

This discrediting of the biack rust 
stories, which, while still numerous, re- 
ceived little serious attention, caused a 
continuation of the bearish attitude of 
the pit crowd in the local market. There 
was further heavy liquidation of long 
lines. General pressure was in force. 
The market was not devoid of support, 
but it only came out on the soft spots 
and in the way of partial rallies. There 
was a good volume of export workings. 
However, this business was also con- 
summated only a: a downward range 
and assume activity only on the breaks. 

Cash Wheat Well Absorbed. 

Receipts continue large. Stocks area 
still increasing at all the winter wheat 
primaries. There was coneiderable im- 
provement in the shipping trade, how- 
ever, influenced largely by the broad- 
ening foreign trade. Cash wheat was 
taken care of In a surprisingly efficient 
manner. Prices on the actual grain held 
quite steady and there was a good 
trude.

The close was in a steady posi- 
tion at levels net 8%@%c to 44c lower 
for the week. 

The news was widely conflicting and 
the market swayed more by the attitude 
oz the big operators than hy news con- 
elderations. Favorable weather for 
harvesting and the shipment of grain 
prevailed throughout the winter wheat 
belt. The heavy run of wheat to the 
primary markets was uninterrupted. As 
prices moved downward, however, it 
was reported that country offerings de- 
creased and toward the latter part of 
the week, when largely lower levels had 
been reached, farmers’ acceptances of 
bids were said to be very light. It was 
claimed that considerable wet wheat was 
included in the receipts and the Liver- 
pool market reported that some of the 
American winter wheat failed to come 
up to the contract grades. This was 
ccnfirmed. 

Cables Relatively Steady. 

Foreign markets, in the main, failed 
to respond to our declines and a rela- 
tively steady tone prevailed abroad dur- 
ing most of the week. The very favor- 
able weather in the United Kingdom 
and a bearish semi-official German re- 
port, showing an improvement in condi- 
tion in that country, ected against any 
radically bullish operations in English 
and continental markets. The cohtin- 
ued liberal offerings from Russia and 
the Danube, as well as good-sized ex- 
ports from those regions, also tended 
to create depression. 

There was a good demand for Amer- 
ican wheats abroad, however, and the 
spot markets were firm.

merely to indicate the temperament and 
character of the man who is President 
now. 

With Taft it is all for achievement. 
He is good-natured as an outsider in 
being interested in the way of trying 
to accomplish things, and will laugh at 
mistakes, make wry faces over failures, 
and be sore over blunders just the same 
as ordinary mortals. But he does not 
bother much about these. He expects 
to submit for approval merely a record 
of his accomplishments, and they must 
stand for what they are worth. 

Not ‘‘Delighted,’’ But 

Welcomes Each Visitor. 

HIS has been his training and it 
T shows in the daily routine of the 
White House. He is a man al 

ways laughing and always amiable. Ey- 
ery visitor is given a real welcome. The 

President gives everybody the same im- 
pression which he has given to millions 
as he has appeared before them on the 
stump. With poor success at first, he 
became.a first-class campaigner. Presi- 
dent Taft always pleases. It is his na- 
ture. If he has his grouchy moments 
they do not show. 

But the man who is always agreeable 
has a way of warding off intimate fa- 
miliarities. It is not easy to ask him 
a favor, and he is not free with prom- 
ises. He is a good listener. He takes 
testimony with the gravity of the judge 
and one is convinced that what is said 
will have fair consideration. 

He does not hesitate to give his views, 
but tm conclusion he is not apt to in- 
dicate that his opinions will prevail 
against those to which he has been lis- 
tening. The decision will be his, but 
the impression he makes is that he will 
try to be fair. His attitude is one of 
open-mindedness. He probably has his 
prejudices, but they seldom show. 

Has Held No Grudge 

Against Opponents. 

GREAT many men with whom he 
A works in harmony were opposed to 

his nomination. Aldrich was op- 
pcsed to him because he was the Roose- 
velt candidate, but he has got along with 
Aldrich in the taw#iff fight. Cannon 
fought Taft bitterly, but Taft refused to 
lend aid to those who were fighting Can- 
non for Speaker, and now works for 
common results with the Speaker of the 
House. Knox also was against Taft: he 
is now the chief of his Cabinet. For: 
mer Senator Hemenway was the leader 
of the allies when the President was a 
candidate, and he is now one of Taft's 
trusted advisers. Crane refused to ac- 
cept Taft until the convention was over 
in Chicago, but Crane is now one of 
the Taft leaders on the floor of the 
Senate. ‘ 

President Taft is trying to harmonize 
all the interests of his party and to 
bring to the support of his administra- 
tion all factions of Republicans. He 
does not regard the opposition of the 
Republicans who voted against the ta- 
riff measure as permanently § serious. 
He does not quarrel with them because 
they do not agree with the majority of 
the tariff rates. He is an old timer tin 
dealing with legislative matters, and 
expects others to do as he is compelled 
to do—accept the results and make the 
best of them. 

Managers to Do Mere 
Than One Thing at a Time. 
HE President sets great store by 
a: efficiency. While the tariff was 
‘ \being discussed in conference 
there were a number of Cabinet meet- 
ings. They were not considering the tar- 
if® but reductions in the expenses of the 
Government. President Taft holds each 
head of the department responsible. 
They have their jobs of work the same 
as the President. They are expected to 
get results. It is considered necessary 
that there should be retrenchment in 
expenses, and the various chiefs and 
subordinates. are working to reduce 
costs and to secure greater efficiency. 
There is no bluster in the newspapers 
pet pee ottprts, and political con-) 
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working out for the Senate systematic 
reductions in pub.ic expenditures, was a 
frequent caller at the White House 
while the tariff bill was under consid- 
eration. But he came to talk economy 
while every one else in Washington was 
talking tariff. 

It is a one-man administration. It is 
impossjble for anyone to say who has 
the most influence with President Taft, 
or what person has considerable in- 
fluence. He has no kitchen cabinet. 
Around him are gathered no favorites. 
He plays golf with a United States Sen- 
ator and two army officers, but he 
plays golf with them and does not dis- 
cuss questions of state. There is no 
“voice” for him in the Senate and 
House. No one can point to a senator 
or.a representative who “represents the 
views of the administration.” 

Comparisons With 

Predeccessors Interest. 

T present it is the fashion to com- 
A pare Taft with Roosevelt. The 
differences are striking, but the 
dissimilarity between Taft and McKin- 
ley ig nmiore important. Comparisons with 
Cleveland and Harrison reveal the in- 
dividual characteristics of Taft, These 
will. become clearer as Mr. Taft de- 
velops.in his office. 

Speaking strictly of the Executive, 
it is a one-man administration. It is 
a one-man show just as much as 
Rooséyelt ran, but without any of the 
personal features of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration. President Taft reaches 
decisions without notifying his Cab- 
inet. .He consults with his ministers, 
seeks information from them, but de- 
cides.things for himself. He ts not 
arbitrary in Kis manner, but he is the 
President and is respcnsible. 

Hé gives to his Cabinet ministers 
greater freedom in the conduct of 
their departments than most presi- 
dents have heretofore, but he givés 
them very few privileges in- running 
the White House. In the enforcement 
and the administration of the laws 
the various departments are given 
full sway. In his part in the mak- 
ing of new laws and the formation 
of general policies, the President 
works mainly by himself. He has a 
habit of asking a visitor with im- 
portant information to reduce it to 
writing and send it to him. This he 
considers at his leisure.

Illinois Senator Expects Appro- 
priation Will Be Made 
-at Next Session. 


COMMITTEE FRIENDLY 


Fifteen of Twenty Members 
Declared to Favor Lakes- 
to-the-Gulf Plan. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
CHICAGO, Aug. 7.—Senator Lorimer, 


who came to Chicago from Washington 
today, has progressed so far in his at- 
tempts to obtain federal aid for the 
construction of the lakes-to-the-gulf 
waterway or to be willing to predict that 
an appropriation will be made at the 
next session of Congress. 

Fifteen of the twenty members of the 
House Rivers and Harbors Committee, 
he said, are counted with certainty in 
support of the project, and the other 
five are not known to be opposed to it. 


One of the five congressmen not fiow 
rated ag an outspoken friend of the 
waterway scheme is the chairman of the 
committee, Alexander. of New York, 
but a heavy mejority is virtually 
pledged to favorable action on the re- 
quest for appropriations. 

Speaker Cannon appointed the com- 
mittee largely in accordance with the 
wishes of Senator Lorimer, who ex- 
pects to be able to win support ifn the 
Senate for the project. 

Will Wait on Congress, 

Mr. Lorimer does not plan to ask his 
friends in the Illinois Legislature to 
take any action until Congress has 
made an appropriation pledging co-op- 
eration with tho State. His attempt to 
gain the passage of a bill for the con- 
struction of the waterway conditional 
on federal co-operation was blocked last 
spring by the failure to harmonize the 
two factions in the Assembly. He does 
not expect to renew the effort until the 
tangible evidence of federal willingness 
to assist can be produced. 

It is understood that Gov. Deneen will 
make the waterway issue one of the 
subjects in his call and tn spite of Mr. 
Lorimer’s present decision not to inter- 
est himself in the Legislative program, 
he probably will find it necessary to do 
so, at least indirectly, to prevent the 
State administration’s plan of water 
power development being carried 
_

Smentions of oT inois Federal patron- 


age, he said, had been laid aside until 
December, when they will be taken up 
by him and Senator Cullom. 

“Senator Cullom and I have reached 
a@ general agreement relative to the 
distribution of offices,’’ he said. ‘‘Sen- 
ator Cullom is satisfied to look after 
matters in his section of the State, per- 
mitting me to speak for Chicago. We 
agreed that nothing should be done un- 
til winter. It is agreed also that any ob- 
ligations under which either Senator 
Cullom or myself are resting shall be 
met without regard to political geo- 
graphy.

5,000,000 IN CHICAGO IN °4| 


Now More Women Than Men Be- 
tween Ages of 20 and 24. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 7.—Francis A. East- 
man, city statistician, in the annual 


edition of the city manual, predicts 
that Chicago’s population will pass the 
5,000,000 mark in 1941. He estimates that 
there are 1,307,015 men in the city and 
only 1,265,820 women—a total of 2,572,835. 

There is about an even balance be- 
tween the sexes between the ages of 25 
and 29—there being about 132,000 of each 
of them; but there are between 20 and 
24 years only 119,000 men and more than 
132,000-women. To make the future less 
bright for girls in their ‘teens, it is 
shown the city has 116,000 girls and 
only 105,000 boys betwéen 15 and 19 
years old. Between the ages of 10 and 
14 there are 122,000 girls and only 120,000 


boys.

The first landing was made near 
Edgemont, about three miles from East 
St. Louls, The balloonists came down 
the second time near O’Fallon, six miles 
beyond. Both times they anchored to 
the feed wire, according to the railroad 
management, and both times the whole 
divisionwas shut off by the blowing 
out of the switch.

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ANT PLAGUE IN ST. LOUIS 


St. Louis, for weéks past, has been af- 
flicted with an army of ants. They are. 
chiefly of the small black variety, very ac- 
tive and pestiferous. So far, attempts of 
housewives to exterminate them Lave been 
unsuccessful. 

These St. Louis ants are no respectors of 
place or persons. All parts of the city seem to 
be suffering from them. Just recently resi- 
dents of Lindell boulevard, one of the most 
beautiful and fasuionabie sections of the 
city, have come to regard themselves as 
specially afflicted, aad have appealed to the 
City Health Department for aid in fight- 
ing the pests. No help was forthcoming, 
however, since the probiem is ore the 
health officers find tuemseives unable _ to 
cope with—except that the commissioner is 
quoted as suggesting the importation of ant- 
eaters from South America.

In the case of the ordinary ant the housekeeper, 
failing of other protection, can usually defend 
her provisions by establishing a barrier of wa- 
ter.

studied these ‘sects in their native homes. Wil- 
jiam Kirby, M. A. F. R. 8. and L. S., an eminent 
authority on insects, speaking of a cane-destroy- 
ing ant of South America, which, from the de- 
scription, must be of the species now 
sought in Texas, makes this extraordi- 
nary statement: Streams of water opposed 
only a temporary obst-cle to their progress, the 
foremost rushing blindly on to certain death, and 
fresh armies instant_y following, till bank was 
formed of t:? carcasses of those wnich were 
drowned sufficiently to dam up the waters and 
allow the main body to pass over in safety be- 
low.’”’ He adas: “Kven the ali-cevouring element 
of fire was tried in vain. When lighted to arrest 
their route they rusned into the blaze in such 
myriad of millions as to extinguish it.” 

This particular description of s.rby’s is taken 
from an article rejcting to a scourre of ants suf- 
fered by the sugar planters of Guinea and may 
Serve to snow just what. menace it is possible 
for the /rgentine ant to become to our own 
Southern cane raisers. In th island of Granada, 
he relates, tuey appeared in cucu “‘nfinite hosts” 
as to put a stop to the cultivation of cane. A

Here is an in- 
teresting portion cf an account of a visit by 
these vermin-exterminating ants to wer home, 
in Trinidad, wricten by Mrs. Carmichael and in- 
corpor ted in Kirby’s “Text Book on Entomol- 
ogy:” 
“The ants, as if trained for battle, ascended 
in regular, thick files to the rafters and threw 
down the cockroaches their comrades on the 
floor, who, as regularly, marched off with the 
dead bodies, dra~zing the.1 away by tueir. uni- 
ted efforts *’..u amazing tapidity. smaithcr the 
cockroaches were stung to death on the rafters 
or were killed in their fall. The ants never stop- 
ped to devour their prey, but carried them all o 
their storehouses.”’ She then reiates how she wenf 
from room to room, »pening drawers, to allow 
the ants access, driving out cockrouches by the 
hukdreds, “not one of whica esc. 2e..” A baitle 
royal between ants and a jack-spanierd, a la:ge 
species of wasp, is ac.'cribed. ‘ 

“To get a key I had to return to the under- 
room, where tne b ‘tile wis.now more hot than 
ever. The ants had commenced an attack on the 
rats and mice, wu:ch, strange to say, were no 
match for their app -ently ins.gnificant foes. 
They surrounded them as they had members of 
the insect tribes, covered them ov-> and dragged 
them off with a celerity and uaion of strength 
that no one whc has ~t watched such a scene 
can comprehend. I did not see one rat or mouse 
escape, and I-am sure I saw a score carried off 
during a very suort period.”

Until 1905 no trace of either could 
be had, when the Rajah got a little information 
which took him back to 1886. 

“In that year the Duc D’Aumale, a_ distin- 
guished member of the French Academy, and 
fourth son of Louis Phillipe, President of the 
Baziana Tribunal and Governor-General of Al- 
geria, was banished.

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Interesting Experiments With Clergyman Who Wrote Ser- 
mons While in Somnambulistic State—The Clerk Who 
“Rescued” Drowning Child, Thought He Was Freezing, 


IME was when a person in a condition of 
somnambulism was believed to be pos- 
sessed of a devil. Modern science has dis- 

pelled this idea, sti its manifestation is so out of 
the ordinary as to call up feelin; s of astonish- 
ment, and even awe, in the minds o. both the 
ignorant and those accustomed to «cientific in- 
vestigation. 

While science has relieved us of the supernat- 
ural in sleep walkirg, it has not yet been able to 
furnish a rational theory which will account for 
all its manifestations. , 

Science divides somri:mbulisr into two classes, 
natural and artificial, the latter being caused by 
hypnotism. artificial somnambulism, hypnotism, 
has nothing to do wit. the phenomenon of 
sleep walking, as it is generally known. 

The most common form of somnambulism is 
that due to excitation, and most of the known 
manifestations are of taat order. 

Somnambulism i3 morecommon than is gener- 
ally supposed, because of the few cases reported, 
tne afflicted and their friends, for obvious _rea- 
sons, refraining from making them public, or be- 
ing accustomea to them, regard them in the light 
of everyday eve-ts, and, therefore, unworthy of 
being recorded. 

Occasionally incidents of the kind come to 
the attent.on of t.° police, waere an oincer is 
calied upon to make a rescue of a victim who 
has placed. himself in peril, or where a somnam- 
bulist is founu wandering the streets, génerally 
only partly dressed. Even then no reports of the 
incidents go into the archives of the police, being 
regarded rt within toe criminal scope. 

Public :ttention was recently called to the 
freaks of somnambulism in dispatches from New 
York, which related tne advcnture of wiss Kath- 
erine Sculler, aged 28 years, who w-.Kxed in her 
sleep whue visiting ihe home of Mrs. George 
Wakefield, in Yon«xers. 

With closed eyes and arms hanging limply by 
her side, she left her bed on the third floor of the 
house, one night recently, and made her way to 
the window. Those in the street below saw her 
step out on to the s:ll, and pause briefly on the 
stone coping, a foot wide, which extends along 
the front of the building. 

* * a 

The electric lights from the street shone full 
upon her, revealing all the movements of the 
white-clad figure. Her unnatu.ml deliberation and 
unseeing eyes told the story of the sleep-walker, 
whose affliction .ad led her into peril. 

It seemed to the awe-stricken spectators of 
her movements tmt she momentarily must 
plunge downward turee stories to ueath on the 
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stone pavement. Then she was seen to move slow- 
ly and with perfect poise along the narrow ledge. 

A policeman, who was attracted to the place 
by the crowd which had gathered to watch her 
curious performance, dashed into the house and 
found an open window, which brought him with- 
in arm’s length of Miss Sculler. He waited until 
he could maxe sure in the effort and seized her 
by the wrist. Instantly she awoke. 

For a few moments she stood motionless, sur- 
veying the scere below from ner dizzy height. 
Swiftly the situation forceu itself upon her and 
left her in a paralysis of ierror. 

The policeman tried to draw her gently to- 
ward the window, but it was impossible. Miss 
Sculler swayed and would have fallen, when her 
free hand came in contact with the guy wire 
leading to an electric sign. 

She kept herself from falling by clutching the 
wire. Someone in the crowa had sent in an alarm 
of fire and a truck came quickly. While the men 
in the:crowd shouted to Miss Sculler to keep up 
her courage, a ladder was raised and she was 
carried to the street. ' 

In Miss Sculler’s case her adventure was a 
manifestation of natural somnambulism, induced 
by a nervous temperament, and when she was 
awake she has no recollection that she had had a 
dream which induced her to leave her bed. 

More often than not excursions in somnambu- 
lism are induced by dreams, of which the actor 
has no recollection, and expresses surprise upor 
being told of adventures, often disbelieving their 
ocurrence, Scientific investigators define somnam- 
bulism as a sieep in which the nervo-motor sys- 
tem and all the other organs are put in action 
under the influence of a uream. 

An instance is related of a young clergyman 
not far from St. Louis, who was so completely’ 
obsessed by his work, that waking or sleeping, he 
was always at it. He literally wrote many of his 
sermons in his sleep, and they were well com- 
posed and,correctly written, although his stimu- 
lus often would run out long before he finished 
and he would wake in the morning to find only 
a fragment on his desk. 

A friend of his, who relates the clergyman’s 
adventures in somnambulism, frequently occupied 
the same room with him. While apparently 
sleeping quietly the young minister would get up 
with all the precision o* arising for the day, go to 
his desk, get out paper and pen and go to work 
on a sermon. When he had finished a page he 
would read it alcud—if one can appiy the term to 
an action done without the aid of sight. When 
a word or a phrase u:spleased him he wrote the 
necessary corrections with great exactness.

In order to ascertain if the somnambulist made 
use Of his eyes his friend put a card under his 
chin in such a manner as to prevent his seeing 
the paper on the table, but he still continued to 
write. On other occasions he took away the paper 
altogether and substituted other sheets, cnd he al- 
ways perceived the chang: when the pieces were 
of different size from that on which he had been 
writing. But if the substituted piece was of the 
same size he wrote his corrections on, the pieces 
corresponding to those on h.s own paper. 

Two young men, fellow clerks in a wholseale 
establishment on Washington aven-e, in St 
Louis, roomed together in a house in West Belle 
place. One of them was a somnambulis: since ear- 
ly boyhood, and had warned his friend not to be 
alarmed if he sometimes walked in his sleep, as 
he had never been known to do anything extraor- 
dinary. 

For some time his somnambulistic antics amused 
his friends, even if it occasionally disturbed his 
rest. But one night: the whole house was dis- 
turbed by the manifestation of a deed of heroism 
on the part of the young sleep-walker. 

It was in the middle of winter. The somnambulist 
evidently imagined that he was walking along the 
levee when he saw a child fall inio the river. 
The severity of the weather did not prevent him 
from desiring to save the child, and he threw 
himself on the bed in a posture of swimming, 
went through all the motions and when well- 
nigh fatigued by his exertions and the chilling 
water he felt a bundle of bedclothes. These he 
took to be the body of the child, and clutching 
them with one kand he swam furiously with the 
other to regain the bank of the imaginary river. 

Finally he deposited the bundle of clothes cn a 
place wnich he evidently determined to be dry 
land, and rose shivering and with chattering 
teeth as though he had emerged from icy water. 

He told the “bystanders’—only his roommate 
was present—that he was frozen, and his blood 
was turned to ice and that he would die of cold. 
He demanded a drink of whisky in order to re- 
store his vitality. His friend had none and sub- 
situted a glass of water, which the somnambulist 
detected instantly. He grew angry and peremptor- 
ily demanded the whisky, meanwhile apparently 
suffering terribly from the cold. 

By this time other members of the household

were aroused and one was found who had whisky, | 


and a glass of it was handed the life-saver. He 
gulped the flery fluid down’ without a grimace 
and remarked that he felt much better. But he 
did not awake, and, returning to bed, slept sound- 
ly for the rest of the night. 

One of the most remarkable phenomena of 
somnambulism is the fact that darkness, which is 
an obstacle to sight when the victim is awake, 
is no impediment at all when in a state of sleep- 
walking. A curious instance of this is related 
about a sleep-walker who would arise, light a 
Jamp and make an examination of his house to 
see that all the doors and windows were locked. 
When a bottle was substituted for the lamp he 
went about his occupation in the dark with the 
same sureness as he did with the lighted lamp, 
and would then put out the imaginary light by 
blowing down the neck of the bottle and retire to 
bed to sleep soundly. | 

. * e 

A gentleman in St. Louis tells his friends of 
the performances of his wife, who is a somnambu- 
list, who acts as though she saw in rooms per- 
fectly dark when she has a fit of sleep-walking. 

On one occasion she went into a dark closet 
and, opening a trunk, began to inspect its con- 
ents, She had packed it before retiring a few 
hours previous preparatory to going away on a 
visit the next day. Evidently she was worried 
with the belief that the clothes had not been per- 
fectly sorted before packing, although this had 
been done. 

Muttering, and with impatience, she lifted the 
clothes out of the trunk by the armful and cast 
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them in a heap on the floor. Then she proceeded 
to classify them, putting the stockings together, 
arranging the handkerchiefs in neat piles,. and 
SO on with all the garments, without making one 
mistake and without the possibility of being as- 
sisted by sufficient light for ordinary eyesight. 
Out in the county recently occurred a case of 
somnambulism that ws due enti: ty to nervous 
reflex. Carpenters had been at work for two days 
reshingling the house. The daughter of the owner, 
who is of a nervous temperament, had been an- 
noyed by the constant tapping of their hammera 
on the roof and had fervently ex_ressed the wish 
that they would finish their business and be gone. 
The second night after the work of shingling 
began the girl’s father heard the bang of a ham- 
mer on the roof. The moon was shining brightly 
and when he went outside and looked up at the 
roof he saw his daughter sitting in a perilous pos- 
ition, nailing shingles with feverish haste. 
Evidently she was in a hurry to have the work 
done, and the idea hai so obsessed her in her 
waking hours that it became manifest to her in 
her subconscious mind and induced her to arise 
in her sleep and continue the ork 
Her father climbed the ladder to her side and 
gently led her to the ground and to beu, without 
waking her, and in the morning she h-d no recol- 
lection whatever of her adventure, although her 
contribution to the work was not remarkable.

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Cowboy Discovers New Mammoth Caves 


HE Modoc lava beds in Califor- 
T nia, near the Klamath County 
line, long a place of historic as 
well as scenic interest, have grown 
more prominent, lately by reasen of 
new discoveries, especially as to the 
caves, of which there are a great 
many in that region, all among lava 
beds of the ruggedest description. 

As one traverses Tulu Lake, the 
southern’ margin of which rests on 
the lava field, about forty megs 
Volcanoes can be counted in the 
gion soutn of the lake.

N INTERESTING chapter on 
A t ii-year-locust” in Tennes- 
see is contai..ed in the latest 
report of the State Board of entomol- 
ogy. 
“The periodical cicada, more com- 
monly known as the ‘17-year-locust,”’ 
is an insect one and one-half inches 
in length, having a wide and blunt 
head, prominent red eyes, four clear 
membranous wings and long, bristle- 
like moutn parts. The periodical -ci- 
cada appears in broods, occurring 
every 17 or 13 years, the former in.the 
Northern states the latter in the 
Soutnern * ates. 

“Only in the United States is this 
cicada known to occur, its limits 
being east of the 100th meridian and 
north of latitude 30 uegrees. 

The li-year and 13-year races are 
closely confined, respectively, t6 the 
upper and lower austral zones. 

“The adult cicada appears during 
the latter part of May and early in 
June, mating soon after emergence. 
The femalés then deposit their egzes 
in junctures which they make in 
twigs and smaller branches of fruit 
and shade trees. These punctures 
are known as ‘ege nests” and each 
contains from fourteen to twenty eggs 
placed in two parallel rows length- 
wise of the twig, each female laying 
from 400 to 609 egzs. There may be 
from one to several egg nests on each 
twig and frequently they are so close 
together as to make a continuous in-
